Walk Out on 


Texas Tourney 


Segregated Seating 
Blomed as 20 Stars 
Shun Houston Event 


HOUSTON, 
Tex. 
(AP)—Texas 
had its first segregation trouble 
in sports Friday night and it vir­ 
tually wrecked what was supposed 
to be the finest track and field 
meet in the state’s history. 
Twenty Negro stars, including 
world record holders Ralph Bos­ 
ton of Tennessee State and John 
Thomas of Boston University and 
four Olympians, refused to cross 
picket 
lines 
at 
the 
city-owned 
Jeppesen Stadium. 
The trouble was triggered by 
the withdrawal of Texas South­ 
ern, a Negro university in Hous­ 
ton, because it charged there was 
segregation in the seating. 
That came Thursday night and 
it was late Friday before the oth­ 
er Negroes in the meet followed 
suit when 30 segregation demon­ 
strators picketed the meet. 
Fldrewey J. Stearnes, director 
of the Progressive Youth Associa­ 
tion, a group working for deseg­ 
regation, 
goaded 
Boston 
and 
Thomas into withdrawing when he 
said they were insults to the Ne 
gro race for refusing to walk out. 
Stearnes said heatedly that the 
two were ‘wined and dined and 
brainwashed into staying in the 
meet. Boston and Thomas both 
turned away from the stadium 
when they reached the picket line 
after giving no indication at a pre­ 
meet dinner that they would not 
compete. 
“ Im not going to go in there 
as long as these people are out 
here picketing, Thomas said. 
The meet went on without the 
Negro athletes but there were no 
worlds or national records as had 
been anticipated from such stars 
as Boston, the great broad jump­ 
er, and Thomas, the mighty high 
juniper, who hold world records 
of 27 feet Va inch and 7 feet 3 
inches respectively. 
It was a blow to the University 
of Houston, which sponsors the af- 
lair—cailed the Meet of Cham­ 
pions. 
There were 5,000 people in the 
stands but those who had come 
to see the Negroes compete were 
informed they would be refunded 
their admission fees. 
Johnny Morriss, track coach of 
the University of Houston and di­ 
rector of the meet, claimed there 
was no segregation in the stands. 
But his statement had no effect.

I have noticed several com fields 
in the county that have been d am ­ 
aged by flea beetles. 
The flea b e e t l e is a small, 
black, shiny beetle that will hop 
very actively as you near it. 
Flea beetle adults em erge from 
hibernation in the spring, m ate and 
lay eggs on the leaves or on the 
ground near the host p l a n t . The 
young larvae develop on the roots 
of g r a s s e s and sim ilar places. 
Some species have a single gener­ 
ation per season, others have two 
or more 
The adults feed on the leaves of 
corn, leaving small holes. Appar­ 
ently this year the population is 
larger than normal and the corn 
plants are later and sm aller than 
usual. This kind of a sitution is 
responsible for d a m a g e in excess of 
that normally experienced.

THERE is no good rule of thumb 


for determining when it will pay to 
spray, lf an estimate based on field 
c o u n t s indicates that losses will 
exceed costs of spray, then use IM* 
p o u n d s actual DDT or one - 
fourth pound actual Dieldrin per 
acre in 20-25 gallons of water per 
acre. 
These are, however, some p re­ 
cautions. DDT should not be used 
on corn to be ensiled or where the 
stalk a d leaves will be utilized for 
livestock feed.

Is Linked to 


Delinquency 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Jam es 
V. Bennett, director cf the Bureau 
of Prisons, said Friday he thinks 
there is a definite causal relation­ 
ship between juvenile delinquency 
and television shows dealing with 
crime and violence. 
At a hearing by the Senate J u ­ 
diciary subcommittee on juvenile 
delinquency, Bennett likened tele­ 
vision to “ the old-fashioned street 
corner 
pitchman 
who 
attracted 
and entertained his audience with 
card tricks and magic while he 
sold them snake-oil rem edies.” 
In hic prepared statement, Ben­ 
nett added ' ‘modern television at­ 
tracts its audience with crime am' 
violence while they sell soap and 
; deodorants.” But in delivery, he 
merely said 
"modern television 
! has a parallel (to the pitchm an).” 
Bennett complained that some 
television program s depict law en­ 
forcement 
officers 
as 
“ gauche, 
stupid and in fact venal at tim es.” 
He said this hinders the recruit­ 
ment of offcers and dam ages the 
morale 
of 
those 
already 
in 
service. 
There is strong evidence, Ben­ 
nett said, that "exposure to the 
viewing of crime, mayhem and 
conflict as a means of entertain 
m ort has a deleterious emotional 
impact on youth and creates the 
risk of triggering delinquent be­ 
havior.”

The 1959 Legislature, dominated 
by 
Democrats,

three of his 22 vetoes. Disapprov­ 
al of three 
appropriation item* 
also stuck. 
So far this session the governor 
has vetoed seven act* amid indi­ 
cations that the total may run 
higher than two years ago. 
Republicans have overriden only 
j one, with the help of Democrats. 
The GOP has thin majorities in 
each chamber but is two votes 
short of the 84 required to over­ 
ride in the House; 
there shy 
of 
the 23 needed in the Senate. 
Republican difficulty in lining 
up votes to override explains the 
delay in acting on most vetoes. 
Last May 4, DiSalle disapproved 
an act to give counties, township* 
and municipalities an extra $15 
million a year in auto tag fees for 
highway and street work. He as­ 
serted the move would weaken the 
state’s ability to match federal 
highway funds. 
It was .May 16 before the House 
voted to override, 100-35. The Sen

A hurry-up attempt to override 
another veto

Representatives voted, 93-36, to 
override the day after receiving 
DiSalle’s June 5 veto of an act

public office. The governor said 
he disapproved to prevent possible 
conflict of interest.

Speakcr Sam Rayburn weeks ago 
asparagus should be fresh and 
firm with closed com pact tips and 
the entire green portion tender. As­ 
paragus ages rapidly after cutting; 
tips become partially open, spread, 
or w i l t e d , and stalks become 
tough and fibrous. 
Tender asnaragus is brittle and 
easily punctured. Slightly wilted 
stalks may sometimes freshen in 
cold water, but are usually undes­ 
irable. Angular or flat stalks are 
apt to be tough and woody. 
Tomatoes — Tomatoes are av- 
a i I a b I e throughout the year. 
Greenhouse tomatoes dominate 
the market this time of year. 
Good quality tomatoes are well 
formed and plump, of uniform red 
color, free from bruise m arks and 
not overripe or soft. 
Scars, roughness, slight deform- 
itives, irregularity of 
shape, and 
well h e a l e d growth cracks are 
typical of the many possible de­ 
fects of tomatoes which are objec­ 
tionable only from the standpoint 
of appearance or the waste involv­ 
ed in preparation for use.

ahead. W h i l e the householder busies 
him self with traditional transitional chor­ 
es. s e v e r a l scientific explorations are 
going on in laboratories to perfect man s 
control of his atm osphere by m eans other 
than tem perature and hum idity. 
How is the ionic spectrum in your house? 
Sorry, you don't have a therm ostat to tell 
you this, but som e day you will. Scientists 
do not know m uch about ionic influence 
upon human b e h a v i o r a s yet, but they 
ar# learning. They have discovered that 
a negatively charged atm osphere acts as 
a stim ulant and positively charged air has 
a depressing effect upon people. 
Experim entation is now under w ay to 
apply this basic finding to everyd ay living 
conditions. N ew York U n iversity’s College 
of Engineering has com pleted a research 
project on the effect of ionization in h ea t­ 
ing and air conditioning sy ste m s which 
revealed very definite influences of oppo­ 
site electrical ch arges on two study groups. 
Large buildings and m an y h om es today

found contribute to positive ionization of 
the air. This is because n eg a tiv e ions tra v ­ 
el faster through ductwork, attach th em ­ 
selves to the m eta l sides and are discharg­ 
ed. 
Two personality tests of the study groups 
showed con clu sive evidence of the bene­ 
ficial effects of negative ionization, both 
on the attitud es of the su b jects and their 
abilities to perform more efficiently under 
fatigue. 
Ionization an a ly sis m ay replace a wide 
variety of professional activities, f r o m 
psychiatry to law' enforcem ent, as social 
blam es shift from environm ent and hered­ 
ity to atm osp h eric influence. 
Courts of the future m ay perm it the a c ­ 
cused to plead innocent by reason of un­ 
controllable ionization p ressu res — and 
just im agin e w hat w rangles l a b o r and 
m a n a g em en t can get into over “ treated” 
factory and office air. 
All progress is accom panied or followed 
by offsetting problem s, w hich is a good 
thing to r e m em b e r when hot su m m er days 
threaten your m elting point.

Britain s solicitor gen eral ack n ow led ges 


that the growth of governm en t bodies and 


authority has been sufficiently sev ere to 


create m any m isca r ria g es of justice to in­ 


dividual citizens. So he has placed his sup­ 
port behind a m ove in P arliam en t to cre­ 
ate a p u b I i c w atchdog em pow ered with 
authority to 
investigate 
fullv 
any c o m ­ 
plaints from c i t i z e n s that they w ere 
wronged by political agen cies. 


There is a p afallel situation in the U. S. 
in the grow th 
of 
governm ent direction 
which m ak es the British debate of m ore 
than a ca d em ic interest. Consider briefly 
the dissolution of voter c o n t r o l of the 
m a c h in e r y of governm en t which occurs 
when e l e c t e d officials d elegate part­ 
ial — or in som e cases, total — authority 
for particular a reas of public ad m inistra­ 
tion to appointed officials, who in turn p ass 
on this responsibility to their subordinates. 


Diffuse this authority finely enough, and 
even the elected officials who began the 
delegation of power soon lose control over 
its adm inistration 
This power frequent­ 
ly includes establishm ent of rates, sub­ 
sidies, licen ses, com m ercial and social 
regulations and taxes. What recourse does 
exist for the individual who chooses not to 


accept the ruling of a third - generation au­ 
thoritative subdivision? 
That there m ust alw ays be an avenue of 
objection in a free society is obvious, but 
can this be accom plished in today’s gov­ 
ernm ent co m p lex through a related office 
of that sa m e governm ent? As the diffusion 
of authority increases, the interdepend­ 
ence of s e p a r a t e , but related, branch­ 
es of g overn m en t grows. 
Thus it is that Britain is considering the 
creation of a parliam entary com m issioner, 
or om budsm an, as the Scandinavians call 
their cham pion of the individual in the 
shadow of big governm ent. 
Under S can ­ 
dinavian law’s, the citizen’s defender has 
subpoena pow ers m ore ab solu te than any 
governm ent body. No w i t n e s s m ay re­ 
fuse evid en ce and no m in ister of govern­ 
m ent m ay refuse to produce requested doc­ 
um ents. 
No free govern m en t will 
survive if 
it 
perm its the deterioration of the individ­ 
u a l’s right to appeal to an objective au­ 
thority a n y ruling em anating 
from 
the 
m aze of p yram id in g bureaus. Free m en on 
this side of the Atlantic will w atch eagerly 
for the o u tco m e of the British debate to 
add m ore w eig h t to the public side of the 
political b alan ce. 


Don't Forget Cuba 


In the current excitement over 
Europe and President Kennedy a 
visits to Paris. Vienna, and london 
we lose s i g h t of Cuba which is 
of equal if not f e a t e r importance 
i t this moment 
It is astonishing how those who 
accept a doctrine will not give up 
no matter what the historic evid­ 
ence provides This becomes part­ 
icularly dangerous when great in­ 
fluences are brought to bear upon 
public opinion to promote a doc­ 
trine rather than 
historic truth. 
Herbert M attheus of “ The New 
York 
Times’’ 
raised 
this 
issue 
when on May 3, he told student* at 
the University of Michigan; 
. once Fidel Castro's regime 
was labeled Communistic, for the 
most part it became almost im­ 
possible for the American journal­ 
ists and e d i t o r s to go against 
the overwhelming public opinion, 
although it was the press that cre­ 
ated the hostile opinion—like Fran­ 
kenstein's m onster.” 
In a word. Fidel Castro and his 
associates were converted to M ar­ 
xism by the American press! But 
were not many of them Marxists 
before the American press ever 
beard of their names?

not a Nazi but was manufacturd 
into one by “ the New York Tim es.”

In his Ann Arbor s p e e c h , he 
admitted that Cuba was becom­ 
ing more and more dangerous to 
the United States. But he holds that 
it did not have to be that — that 
Cuba did not have to develop to­ 
ward socialist and totalitarian lin­ 
es. Regarding a Communist regime 
as one w h o s e leaders are Com­ 
munists and which takes orders 
from the Kremlin, Matthews holds 
that Cuba was not such — that is 
until the American press made it 
wicked. 
But what about all the People’s 
Republics’’ They started as coal­ 
ition governments containing non­ 
com munist 
elements. 
Czechoslo­ 
vakia was an example of that until 
Jan Masaryk was either murder- j 
ed or committed suicide. 
An effort was made to form such

In a word. Gerber Matthews ad

Palm er, 
influenced 
the 
work stoppage and caused a sec­ 
ondary boycott violating the fed­ 
eral laoor law' 
The hoard approved the finding 
of its trial exam iner. Stanley Gil­ 
bert, that the reasons given by 
workers for refusing to install ca­ 
ble were ostensibly fictitious. 
Instead, the board ruled that 
Palm er and the local union p er­ 
suaded the workers not to install 
the cable so they could get a big­ 


ger share of the installation work. 
The dispute involved the union; 
its direct employer. Gable Elec­ 
tric Service, a subcontractor; and 
the Martin Co., a secondary em ­ 
ployer and prime contractor with 
the government in manufacturing 
and installing facilities at Canav­ 
eral for the Pershing missile. 
Martin manufactures the missile 
at Orlando, Fla., with its workers 
represented by the United Auto 
Workers Union. The Gable firm 
was assigned to install wiring ca­ 
bles at the missile firing site at 
Canaveral.

Cosmic Dust 


Data Recorded 


By Satellites 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Two U S 
satellites that stopped broadcast­ 
ing last December—Explorer YIH 
and Vanguard III—have warned 
scientists that future space trav­ 
elers m ay be bombarded by large 
num bers 
of 
high-velocity 
dust 
particles. 
This 
cosmic 
dust—fast-moving 
clouds of micro-meteorites near 
the earth —appears to be in orbit 
around 
the 
sun, 
the 
National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration said Friday. 
Analysis of the tapes of telem ­ 
etry information sent back by the 
two satellites showed that most 
of the particles "could be asso­ 
ciated 
with 
a 
m ajor 
meteor 
stream .” NASA said. 
If big enough, the particles pre­ 
sumably could puncture a space­ 
ship, Also, they may have a cor­ 
rosive effect. 
The two satellites, operating a 
year apart, apparently probed th'1 
sam e m eteor stream —the Leonid 
star 
shower that 
occurs 
every 
Nov. 14 
The Leonids are shoot­ 
ing stars so named because they 
seem to move in lines radiating 
from a point in the constellation
